THE  DIFFERENT  TYPES 


CAMELLI  A-FLOWERED.  Double  types  pictured 
in  this  folder  are  in  shades  of  salmon,  pink,  rose, 
apricot,  scarlet,  crimson,  yellow,  and  orange. 

CRISPA.  Single  flowers  with  edges  cut,  crimped, 
and  frilled.  In  shades  of  pink,  yellow,  salmon, 
and  white. 

CRISTATA  or  CRESTED.  Single  flowers  with 
the  petals  bearing  crested  growths  of  rare  beauty. 
There  are  blends  of  crimson,  salmon,  apricot, 
orange,  and  rose. 

FASCINATION.  Dainty  flowers  of  the  Crispa  type 
but  with  the  frilled  edges  colored  in  picotee  fash¬ 
ion.  They  are  white  with  a  narrow  edge  of  pale 
carmine  or  pale  yellow  with  edges  of  pink. 

FIMBRIATA.  Has  fully  double  flowers  with  short, 
deeply  serrated,  fringed  petals,  the  mature  bloom 
resembling  a  carnation.  The  colors  are  pink, 
salmon,  apricot,  and  white. 


MULTIFLORA.  Low  plants  only  6  inches  high, 
with  medium-sized  flowers  in  shades  of  scarlet, 
fiery  red,  rose,  yellow,  and  coppery  yellow. 

NARCISSIFLORA.  A  new  type  with  center  petals 
arranged  somewhat  like  the  trumpet  of  a  daffodil. 
Dainty  pastel  shades. 

PENDULA  or  LLOYDI.  Branching  plants  whose 
pendulous  stems  look  well  hanging  from  boxes  and 
baskets  or  drooped  over  rocks  in  the  rock-garden. 
Medium-sized  flowers  in  shades  of  orange,  salmon, 
pink,  and  white. 

ROSEBUD  BEGONIAS  are  simply  a  variation  of 
the  Camellia-flowered,  with  young  flowers  looking 
like  half-opened  roses.  Shades  of  pink  only. 

SINGLE.  Spectacular  flowers  of  irregular  outline. 
They  are  popular  because  of  their  brilliancy  of 
color  and  immense  size.  Apricot,  orange,  salmon- 
pink,  rose,  crimson,  and  white  are  the  colors.
